` This species differs from others in the densely tawny-tomentose depressed-globose 
nuts to 2 cm. high finally glabrous, embraced at the lower quarter by the shallowly 
cupular cupules with many imbricate coalescent broadly triangular densely tawny- 
tomentose bracts.

divergentibus; petioli 7-8 mm. longi, tomentosi. Amenta staminata racemosa, terminalia, 
fulvo-cinereo-tomentosa, ad 6 cm. longa. Amenta fructifera 9 cm. longa, pedunculo 
rhachique validis, tomentosis, fructibus dense-confertis, Cupulae breviter stipitatae, 
depresso-globosae, partem 2/3 glandis amplectentes, muro tenui, fragili, cinereo-tomentoso, 
squamis confertim imbricatis late triangularibus apice longe productis.

This species is allied to P. Yui Hu, differing in leaves with more slender lateral 
veins and invisible veinlets, and in small stipitate cupules not completely enclosing the 
smaller nuts.
